A mill trom which miliions of 
board ft. of flooring was ship- 
ped will soon house thousands 
of board feet of plywood. 
many weeks and hours of labor 
in converting the former Kerry 
and Hanson Flooring Mill into a 
warehouse for the Wholesale 
Plywood Division of the Geor- 
Gia Pacitu: OC. 

Thane Hendershot. present 
owner of the huge building was 
there aS contractors poured 
yard after yard of concrete onto 
the new floor of the building 
last week. 

Workmen cleared out the old 
flooring and joists to make 
toom for the new floor. “There 
wasn'ta rotten piece of wood in 
the whole thing.” said Hender- 
shot. “We took out 1,250, 2 «x 
12s that were all 12 feet long 
and they are in beautiful shape.’ 
he said. 

He said the massive building 
was consirucied 65 years ago 
for the production of hardwood 
flooring. It is constructed of 
large beams and trusses which 
are over 75 ft. long. From the 
floor to the top of the ceiling is 
over 70 ft. and a tong tall. 
cupola runs down the center of 
the root with many windows 
which rod tc right 
the interior fur the workmen in 
tne days before huge electrical 
lights were availabie.

A letter from Roger R. Rehberg, 
regional director of northeast 
Michigan for the UGLRG, to the 
culiege siaies, “Piease be ad- 
vised that the UGLRC has made 
a determination to deobligate 
grant amounting to 
$122, 864 intended to assist the 
Kirtland Community College 
(KCC) effective Sept. 30, 1977. 
This decision was determined 
by UGLAC officials due to the 
great need of funds by projects 
which are ready to bid. As you 
may be aware, UGLRC has a 


standing commitment to exer- 
cise funding as expeditiously as 
possible to effect needed eco- 
nomic development. 

We want you to be aware that 
the commission supports the 


intent of wour nrningt ond if oy 
aed cL 


are ready. to bid by Sept. 30, it 
will consider re-funding your 
project when you é are ready. — 
axiom "a bird in the hand is 
worth two in the bush” because 
programs can change with time, 
therefore, | hope you can 
expedite your program so that 
furiding can tiuw. 

Both Rehberg and the KCC 
attorney William Jennings of 
West Branch appeared at the 
board meeting to answer ques- 
tions on the problem. 

In a letter to the board 
Jennings outlined the possibil- 
ities, “It appears as though the 
college has three alternatives: 
(1) let the matter drag out and 
forfeit, at least for the time 


being, the grant money which is 
available, (2) attempt to get 
some grant money allocated for 
participation in the purchase of 
Grayling Air's rights to get them 
out of the picture as soon as

possibtie or (5) vacate the 


Grayling Air site and take the 
grant money for relocation on a 
new site.” 

Rehbery siressed to the board 
that there was absotutely no 
way that UGLRC could provide 
funds for the purchase of 
Grayling Air’s rights as outtined 
in option 2 of the Jennings 
ietter. 

“I don't know of any way of 
getting any kind of funding to 
participate in buying off the 
lease,” he said. The airport 
controversy is now at the stage 
where the City of Grayling, 
County of Crawford and Gray- 
ling Township have made a cash 
offer of an undisclosed amount 
to purchase the Grayling Air 
operation.

“Two Cents Worth”

This week | would like to devote my column space to the 
presentation of part of the speech made by Harold F. Mayfield, to 
the graduating class of Kirtland Community College. 
‘Mr. Mayfield is a distinguished orthinologist and an 
extraordinary man in his own right. His speech was on Dr. Jared 
Potter Kirtland; an amazing personality who's accomplishments 
included the discovery of the Kirtland’s Warbier. His remarks; 

Fully as interesting and admirable as the bird itself ig the man 
after whom the bird was named. Dr. Kirtland was such a remarkable 


man that we are moved to exclaim, in the language of the Bible, | 


“There were giants in those days.” Or. Kirtland was a physician, but 
remembered most as a teacher, horticulturist, zoologist, 
or, and public-spirited citizen...truly on of the most eminent 
Ameticans of the last century. 

Although living in what was then the West, far from the 
intellectual centers of the East. he was not an obscure, self-taught 
country doctor. He was a famous physician whose practice for 
many years was limited to consultation. He had been educated at 
the best schools. A part of his boyhood he lived in Connecticut with 
his grandfather, a famous physician. His grandfather believed the 
best medical school in the world was at Edinborough in Scotland, 
but the War of 1812 prevented young Kirtland from attending there, 
and instead he went first to the University of Pennsylvania and then 
to Yale. His interest in nature already was apparent, and wintie vine 
a younster he discovered that silk worms could reproduce 
asexually. At school he wrote a thesis on native plants with 
medicinal vatue. 

After practicing medicine a few years in Connecticut, ne 
moved to the vicinity of Cleveland, Ohio, where he remained for the 
rest of his life. As a physician he was ahead of his time. He was on 
the facully of the Ohio Medical Cotlege in Cincinnati, and he was 
one of the founders of the Western Reserve Medical College in 
Cleveland. He wrote a paper expressing the view that typhoid fever 
came from drinking water. and he advised the city authorities on 
the placement of the water intake in Lake Erie where there was the 
ieast danger of pollution...All of this 30 years before Pasteur 
evtanliched the germ-thenry of disease Incidentally. he 
encouraged girls to attend his lectures in medical school when this 
was a radical step. 

At the same time the largest segment of the public did not 
think of Kirtland as a physician at all. Farmers thought of him as a 
horticulturist. He wrote extensively in the farm magazines of the 
day on a wide range of topics including the use of windmills. The 
orchardists particularly claimed him. since from boyhood he had 
heen interested in grafting fruit trees and had developed 30 varieties 
of chernes. He bert .cu that farmers should be as well educated as 
engineers and worked tirelessly for the establishment of a school of 
agriculture. which he lived to see accomplished at Columbus. 

Among scientists today, Kirtland is remembered primarily as a 
zoologist. For the state geological survey, he prepared the first 
catalogs of the mammals of Onto. repties of Ohio. fishes of Ohio. 
molluscs of Ohio, and birds ot Ohio He added more birds to the 
list of Ohio than any other man before or since. Six species of 
piants anc were named if fis honor, He acheived 
international fame be reorganizing the classification of the 
freshwater mussels by showing that the males and females looked 
so different they had been incorrectiy placed in separate species. 

All of these inteHectua! pursuits would seem to have been 
enough. but Dr. Kirtland somehow found time also to be active in 
public affairs. Early in his career in Connecticut he served as 
probate judge. Later in Ohio he served tnree terms in tie slaic 
legislature. where he was recarded the father of prison reform, and 
even at that early date was urging that prisoners be allowed ta do 
useful work. He was an early advocate of equal education for 
women, 

He was a man of independent mind. and he often expressed

iinseil Pungenty. He sad, “i have mot much ihe 
intelligence of the majority of our population.” (Could such a man 
be elected to public office today?) in his time a popular kind of 
medicine was homeopathy. which got its name from the belief that 
‘like cured like,” and prescribed minute doses of medicine that ina 
well person would cause symptoms simular to those of the patient. 
Even in my youth doctors of this kind were stillin practice and were 
known as pink-pill doctors. Kirtland characterized homeopathy as 


“absurdity fostered by credulity.” Now we can smile because 


nomeopathy is dead. but in Kirtland’s day it was flourished ana 
such forthright views often cost friendships. 
Ajitmugh his knowlenge ina dazen hei far above that of 


nearly al! those around him. his simplicity and lack of egotism were 
praverbial Althaugn outsonken on issues. he was kindly and 
tolerant with tndividuais. tis students remembered him wiih 
affection and his neighbors with admiration. An incident from his 
tater life iilustrales his unpretentious manner and tively sense of 
humor. 

His fame was such that distinguished men from the East and 
from: Europe stopped in Cleveland to see tim. One of these stopped 


hat and overalis hoeing among the flowers. asked. “Is this the 
home of Professor Kirtland?” 
“It ig.” 


“He Is.” 

“Weill, my man, come and hold my horse.” 

The GiG Man advanced and heid ihe stranger's horse while the 
visitor smoothed his coat and went to the door. His knock was 
answered by Dr. Kirtland's daughter. The visitor inquired. “Where 
can i find the renowned Professor Kirtiand? 

The daughter answered. “He's out there in the street hofding 
some man’s horse.” 

Indeed, this is a name to wear with pride.

We'll all be better off 


with troopers on Detroit freeways 


The battle of the freeways is shaping 
up as one of the most volatile—and 
most unexpected— political wrangles of 
at least the decade. 

_The Michigan Legislature must de- 
cide which of three agencies shall 
provide patrol protection on the freeway 
system within the City of Detroit—the 
Michigan State Police, the Detroit City 
Police, or the Wayne County Sheriff's 
Vepartment. 

For about a year now, the State Police 
have been assigned to patrol duty on 
freeways within the city. The troopers 
were cailed in after a Detroit city budget 
Squeeze caused city police to draw in 
(heir horns, and the state record on the 
city expressways has been exemplary. 

Now the county wants in on the act, 
with the AFL-ClO—which just inciden- 
tally happens to be the bargaining agent 
tor Wayne County deputies—cham- 
the County's side in the 
legislature. 

Detroit Mayor Coleman Young wants 
the freeway assignment back, too—if 
the state will pay the city for the 
trouble, so the city can pay the pclice. 
Mayor Young has an automatic reflex: 
When he sees a dollar bill, his hand 
stretches out, palm uoward. 

Gov. Milliken, says it's “essential” 
that the state continue its patrol job, 
and it would be “a major mistake” to 
change signals now. 

“It's important because of the record 
they have achieved, the symbolic value 
within that community of the presence 
of the State Police, and the feeling of 
security that has come as a result of 
their presence on those expressways,” 
Gov. Milliken said recently. He's right, 
too. 

Milliken and the State Police must be 
wondering about the vagaries of public 
decision-making. 

A year ago, when the alarm went out 
for State Police help, freeway travel in 
Detroit had become a genuine adventure

in many cases. Although most motor- 
ists obviously completed their freeway 
travels without incident, enough cases 
of assault and theft and robbery and 
other crimes were spotlighted to cause 
genuine concern. 

So the State Police rode to the 
rescue, breaking with years of tradition 
and piling up more state expenses “to 
help Detroit" —and warding off some 
outstate criticism to boot. The experi- 
ment worked; Gov. Milliken claims that 
nota single felony has been reported on 
a Detroit freeway since a car stripping 
last October. 

Now, less than a year later, the state 
troopers are treated by their big-city 
colleagues in the counly and city 
departments as unwanted poachers. 

AH, the political nature; it is a wonder 
ig benoiG. 

The key, of course, is the union 
status of the Wayne County deputies. 
Several face possible layoff because of 
county budget crunch, ‘and who ever 
heard of a unionized deputy being laid 
off while some non-AFL-CiO troopers 
are out riding shotgun in the same 
vicinity? Not if the big-city labor boys 
can help it. 

The specific suggestion of the city 
and county is for the state to reimburse 
the local units for freeway patrol, thus 
freeing the state troopers of such an 
onerous task, and incidentally providing 
state-paid jobs for unionized local cops. 

The question of local control is also 
brought into play in the overall 
stratgedy to kick out the troopers, and 
I'll have to concede a point on that one. 

But the overall question is what is 
best for the taxpayers. | agree with Gov, 
Milliken—which in itself is getting to be 
a rare event. 

The people of Michigan will be hetter 
served by state troopers on city 
freeways. They should keep the assign- 


ment.

The Attorney General's Opinion also states that these 
candidates do not have to file pre-election campaign statements 
which would have been due June 3
